Charles McCrystal, of whoso death 
we have already made mention, was 
born in ihe town of Cappa, Cou nty 
Tyrone, 
Ireland, Au gu st 13th, 1828. 
He came to this cou ntry when a you ng 
man and located in Amboy in Ju ly, 1856, 
w here he soon fou nd employment with 
th e Illinois Central Railroad Company, 
rising to the position of railway en­ 
gineer, 
In 1861 he settled on a farm 
iu Marion township; in 1863 and '«¡4 was 
fou nd fighting the rebelliou s enemies 
of his adopted cou ntry. 
On receiving 
an honorable dishcargo from the ser­ 
vice, he retu rned to his ru ral home, 
where for a nu mber of years ho wa* 
elected and served as treasu rer of Ma­ 
rion township. 
Mr. McCrystal su bse­ 
qu ently removed to Amboy, where he 
resided u ntil Janu ary, 189 5, when he 
came with his family to Dixon, which 
has since been his home. 
He was an 
eminently honest and honorable man, 
who enjoyed the confidence and esteem 
of his friends and associates, and whose 
death, thou gh at a ripe age, will be 
mou rned by many.

“ Spain Is l a r g e l y ruled in F ra n c e.” 
T his 
remarkable statem en t w as m ade to m e by 
a m em ber of the d iplom atic corps w h o Is 
in position to k n ow w h a t ho is ta lk in g 
about. 
In exp lan ation ho w e n t on to say 
that three-fonrths of the debt of .Spain 
charged to Cuba and secured upon tho Cu 
ban revenues w as held by F renchm en. 
Tempted by tho hig h rates of interest of­ 
fered by Spain in her extrem ity, tho thrifty 
French had invested their saving s in tho 
securities of their less prosperous neig hbor. 
In som e cases this rate of interest w as as 
hig h as 7 per cent. 
It m ay not bo g en er­ 
ally k n ow n that » Spain is today paying a 
hig her averag e rate upon her national debt 
than any other modern nation of tho first, 
second or third class, w h ile the U n ited 
niâ tes pays a sm aller rate than any other 
nation, Great B ritain alone excepted. 
Such an en orm ou s sum is th at w hich 
represents the French Investm en t in Cuba 
that the bondholders an d their ag ents are 
virtually able to control the Spanish cab 
inet. 
If extension upon the interest pay­ 
m ents is w anted by Spain, as it frequently 
is, it is necessary for her to g o to these 
creditors for the favor. 
If Spain w an ts 
more funds to tide her over, it is to these 
creditors she m u st appeal. 
T he result is 
that g radually the Spanish m inistry has 
fallen, directly or 
indirectly, under the 
dom ination 
of 
French 
capitalists and 
bankers 
'Those creditors in sist that Spain 
must hold to Cuba, and they have encour- 
j a ge d Spain to the best of their ability all 
throug h tho crisis w ith the U nited » States. 
( >f course, their interest in the m atter is 
purely a selfish one. 
T hey do not w a n t to 
ioM! their money. 
They w a n t Spain to 
preserve Cuba, even at the risk of a war 
that will ruin her, rather than to surren 
d e r tho island w hich is tho basis of their 
! security. 
N o M o r e L o a ns . 
At the sam e tim e they are not w illin g 
to advance any m ore m oney. T hey do not 
w ant to throw' g ood m oney after bad. The 
best they have been able to do is to raise a 
few m illion s in a pinch to tide » Spain over 
som e of the w orst of her difficulties and to 
encourag e the Madrid g ov ern m en t w ith 
vag ue and m eaning less chatter about a Eu- 
j ropoan alliance to help » Spain ou t in case 
of trouble w ith tho U nited » States. In ot h ­ 
er words, the bondholders ure eag er that 
their interests ho saved it tho expense of 
bloodshed or a n yth in g else, and even tho 
peace of Europe they w ou'd not hesitate to 
sacrifiée were it possible to save them selves 
thereby. 
B ut, says this d iplom atist, no 
European nation w ill take up the cause of 
» Spain. 
N ot even France, whose people 
have so m uch m oney at stake, w ill J ift a 
fing er for the dons apart from a possible I 
expression of sym pathy th at costs n oth in g 
and m eans nothing . 
T h is sam e authority tells m e C uba is s< 
overloaded w ith debt that Spain w ou ld 
really I» » g lad to drop tho island if a way 
could he found to do so w ith ou t too g reat 
h u m iliation and w ithout any dang er of a 
revolution at home. 
Cuba is worse than 
u seless to » Spain now and m u st be useless 
for a century to come. 
The debt piled up 
ag ain st the island draw s an annual in ter­ 
est charge» of som ething like f 10,000,000. 
T his is nearly double the annual interest 
charg e upon the w hole public debt of the 
U nited States g overnm ent, and the U nited 
State« contains more than 7 0,000,000 pros 
porous people ag ainst only a little more 
than 1,000,000 in habitan ts in Cuba, most 
of them so poor thut they are now near 
to starvation. 
“ Let 
us a d m it,” said this diplom at, 
“ that » Spain is able to retain control of 
Cuba. 
H ow is she g oin g to m an ag e the 
trem en dous debt w hich she has created 
ag ain st the island in an effort to conquer 
the people? 
A t best Cuba is capable of 
producing a revenue of only $30,000,000 a 
year 
H alf of this m ust g o for adm inistra 
tion. 
Only $15,000,000 is left for applica 
tien to the principal and interest of the 
debt, and, <‘» s w e have seen, this sum would 
pay only a little more than one-third of 
tho interest charg e. There w ould be n oth ­

No, it is im possible for Spain to

If sin» were to keep the 
island, the people w ould be taxed into a n ­ 
other revolt in less than tw o years.

N ow they w ould be worse still.

1 have *» >id that Spain w ou ld be 
g lad to drop Cuba if there w as an honor 
able way to do so.

yond redemption.

that ti» e infam y consist* of ever permit- 
tin g it to g et into the state w e now find it.

T ne rulers of the island, un­ 
able to defeat the im-urgents, are the m ­ 
selv es undefeated: and the insurgents, 
elusiv e and trium phant and enduring 
beyond usual measure in guerilla w ar­ 
fare are no nearer the actual accom­ 
plishment of their purpose than they 
were at the outbreak of hostilities. 
Nature aud her ghastly hand-maiden, 
Pestilence, hav e fought for the insur­ 
gents: 
but 
N a tu r e ’s battling« hav e 
been balanced by new arriv als of S pan­ 
ish soldiers—men, some of them; boys 
many of them —forced almost at b ay­ 
onet point to tak e the place of the dis­ 
eased and the dead. 
Against the dog* 
gedness of the insurgent the pride of 
the ruler has» been matched. 
T he in­ 
surgent ca n hold out indefinitely: the 
Spaniard jcill.

While the stubborn warfare of these 
unyielding forces has proceeded 
with 
tluctuating results that in the long pun 
hav e practically balanced each other, 
a third army of human beings has been 
slowly ground to destruction. 
Of their 
woes 
we 
must think , and hav ing 
thought, we must act. 
T hough the 
Spaniards hav e been chiefly confined 
within the limits set up by themselv es; 
prisoners, in fact, within their own for­ 
tifications, yet they hav e retained a 
fear-compelling power ov er the feeble 
minds of the children and the timorous 
nativ es of both sexes who were afraid 
to fight and did not dare to llee. These 
p a eifico s quietly obeyed the gov ern­ 
ment when orders went forth through 
the country regions to ga the r within 
town limits and stay there. 
T he ex­ 
pected freedom to liv e in peace under 


’ is girding itself TO P U N IS H and not 
to wage war.

Let us be careful that our motiv es 
are pure and our minds uneoniused. 
The wild talk of a blundering official 
lik e DeLome is nothing to our great 
conserv ativ e millions. 
W a r or ev en 
the thought of war ov er such a m atter 
is unworthy our 
contemplation. 
It 
would be an absolute rev ersion to the 
barbaric irascibility of olden times. 
W e hav e grown away 
from 
such 
things. 
T he selfish motiv es of tobacco factors 
and sugar gamblers in pointing out to 
a great, fair-minded country a chance 
to filch from Spain, because she is 
weak , tha t which is hers as truly as 
New England is ours, has mov ed 
us 
only to condemn and not to approv e. 
We refuse to add to our racial prob­ 
lems at the nod of self-seek ing men. 
The hea rt of the nation is unrespon­ 
siv e to such temptation, and fu rthe r­ 
more ev en the terrible Maine disaster, 
with its sorrow and its loss has grandly 
shown to the world that we are slow to 
anger and plenteous in conserv atism. 
Despite all guesses to the contrary, our 
people hav e refused to believ e that the 
Spanish gov ernment could be suicidal 
enough to hav e direct connection with 
the disaster. 
W e believ e tha t 
she 
would foresee more damage to herself 
than to us in this sudden and horrible 
ev ent. 
If this were all that had hap­ 
pened, an indemnity would bo sufficient 
and a war be quite contrary to inter­ 
national precedents.

But while this nation, set in m ight to 
lead the 
western 
hemisphere, can 
stand insults to its v ast self, it cannot 
permit inhumanity to its weak neigh­ 
bors. 
It will enter into conflict with 
Spain not because certain of v ictory, 
but because Spain slaughters the inno­ 
cent. 
This nation believ es in the glo­ 
ries of peace, but it must be “ peace 
with honor” and not with dishonor
